A Personal History Statement dated April 19, 19i*3, submitted by FRIEDMAN 
in connection with that application, and an interview with FRIEDMAN on 
May 17, 19k3 in connection with his application, reflected that he had 
been born on February 8, 1916 in New York, New York* His father, HENRY" 
MICHAEL FRIEDMAN was also a native born citizen of the United States* His

Worked on major Commission opinions, and gave 
general legal assistance to a Commissioner. 

My work at the Department of Justice has been 
exclusively appellate. In the Appellate Section * 
of the Antitrust Division (1951-1959) I worked 
mainly on Supreme Court matters, but also handled 
a number of cases .in the United States Courts of 
Appeals. Since joining the Office of the Solicitor 
General in 1959, I have worked exclusively on 
Supreme Court cases (other than reviewing recom- 
mendations whether the federal government should 
appeal cases it has. lost in the lower courts to an 
appellate court, which is only a small part of the 
work of the Office) . 

A brief description of the functions of the Office 
pf the Solicitor General may be helpful in putting my 
experience there in context and perspective. The 
primary function of the . Solicitor .General is repre- 
senting the federal government before the Supreme Court. 
The Office has a small legal staff (ranging from 8 to 
18 during the period I have been there). The lawyers 1 
primary function is to prepare government briefs and 
other documents for filing in the Supreme Court. They 
frequently completely reshape and rewrite briefs that 
have been initially drafted in the operating divisions 
of the Department of Justice or in other departments 
and agencies. There are five deputies, each of whom 
■ has responsibility for particular subject matter. As 
the First Deputy, I have overall supervisory authority 
for the Office. During my years as a supervisor, I have 
performed reviewing functions for all types of govern- 
ment cases in the Supreme Court, including many in each* 
of the areas within the jurisdiction of the . Court of 
Claims: taxation, lands r Indian claims, civil claims 
against"' the United States, and government personnel. 
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1 have argued laoxe than 25 cases before- the Supreme 
Cour±, and have reviewed and revised the briefs in 
several hundred. Many of these have been among the 
Court's major decisions in the past two decades.

All of the cases discussed in this question were in the 
Supreme Court. In most of them I had a major role in 
preparing the brief. X argued all of them. 

1„ Bates and O'Steen v. State Bar of Arizona , 
No, 76vs316, decided June 27 , 1977. This case involved 
' the validity, under the First Amendment and the antitrust 
laws, of a rule of the Arizona Supreme Court prohibiting 
lawyers- from advertising. The importance of the case was 
that it marked the first time the Supreme Court had con- 
sidered the legality of a ban on lawyers 1 advertising. 

I argued the case for the United States as amicus 
curiae . I played a relatively minor part in the prepara- 
tion of the government's brief. The United States argued 
that the Arizona prohibition on lawyers 1 advertising was 
not compatible with the First Amendment because a complete 
ban on all such advertising was more sweeping than was 
necessary to accomplish permissible state objectives in 
regulating the profession; but that the prohibition was 
immune from challenge under the antitrust laws because 
it was "state action." The Supreme Court basically took 
those positions.

2. E. I. dttPont de Nemours & Co . v t . Train , No. 75-978, 
decided February 23, 1977. The issues were: (1) Whether 
the Administrator of the Environmental Protection Agency 
has authority under the Federal Water Pollution Control 
Amendments of 19 72 to promulgate for industrial categories 
binding numerical limits upon the amount of effluents 
that" individual plants may discharge into navigable waters. 
The companies contended that the Administrator could only 
establish general guidelines for the different industrial 
categories, and then apply those guidelines to specify 
permissible limits for particular dischargers in the permits 
he would issue to them. (2) Whether the courts of appeals 
rather than the district courts have jurisdiction to review 
the Administrator's effluent limitations. The significance 
of the case is that under the petitioners 1 interpretation 
of the statute, the ability of the Administrator to meet 







the deadlines Congress set for complying with the 
generalized standards it prescribed for reducing and 
eliminating water pollution would have been seriously 
handicapped by the protracted litigation that would 
have resulted. 

I represented the Administrator. I had a major 
role in preparing the brief; much of the analysis in 
±t is mine;" and I wrote a major part of it. The Court 
held that the Administrator may promulgate binding 
effluent limitations, and that the courts of appeals ^ 
and not the district courts have jurisdiction to review 
those limitations*

3. Buckley v. Valeo , 424 U.S. 1 (January 30, 1976). 
This was a major case involving the constitutionality 
of the Federal Election Campaign Act of 1971. It involved 
the validity of the Act's limitations upon individual 
campaign contributions and upon campaign spending, its 
requirement for reporting and public disclosure of ^ 
contributions and spending, its provision for public 
funding of Presidential campaign, activities, and its ^ 
creation of the Federal Election Commistion to administer 
and enforce the Act. The Court upheld the contribution 
limitations, the reporting and disclosure requirements 
and the provision for public financing of Presidential 
campaigns , upheld in part but invalidated in part the 
limitations on campaign expenditures and held that the 
Federal Election Commission was invalidly constituted. 
The importance of the case lies in the fundamental and 
major changes the Act made in the methods for financing 
American political campaigns for federal office. 

I had a significant, although not the major role. in 
the preparation of the government's brief supporting the 
constitutionality of the statute, and I argued the case 
in behalf of the Attorney General and the Federal Election 
Commission Cexcept with regard* to the validity of the 
creation of the Commission) . Four lawyers argued in 
support of the Act's constitutionality: Lloyd N. Cutler o 
Wilner, Cutler & Pickering, 1666 K Street, N.W., Washingtp:

4. Administrator , Federal Aviation Administration v. 
Robertson , 422 U.S. 255 (1975). The question in this case 
was whether Exemption 3 of the .Freedom of Information Act, |V 
Which exempted from the disclosure requirements of that 
Act material "specifically exempted from disclosure by 
statute , " applied where the statute providing exemption 
from disclosure left ,it to the discretion of the agency 
to decide V7hether to disclose. The case was important 
because there were approximately 100 statutes that provided * 
exemptions from disclosure for various federal agencies, 
With, different degrees of discretion and various standards 
for disclosure. 

X represented the Administrator ; and developed the 
basic theory upon which the government presented the case 
to the Supreme Court: that in Exemption 3 Congress intended 
to continue in effect the 100 statutes providing some form 
Qf exemption from disclosure. The Supreme Court so held.

5. United States v. General Dynamics Corp., 415 U.S. 
486 (1974) . This was a major antitrust .case in which the 
United States challenged, as a violation of Section 7 of 
the Clayton Act, the acquisition by a leading coal mining 
company in the midwest of another large coal company there. 
The case was important because it raised the question 
whether the Supreme Court would apply the principle 
developed in other merger cases that a merger producing a 
significant increase in the market share of the acquiring 
company in a concentrated industry was prima facie invalid. 
The Supreme Court held that 'the merger did not violate ■ || 
Section 7, primarily because it concluded that the govern- 
ment's data showing the substantial market shares of coal 
production that each of the merging companies held were ~ J 
refuted by evidence that in the coal industry the critical 
indicia of concentration related not to coal production but [| 
to coal reserves . 
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X played a major part in shaping and writing the 
government's brief p which, framed the case so as to 
avoid the appearance of making a direct attack on the

The |- 
question was whether written reports by physicians of A 
medical examinations they made of claimants for social ^ 
security disability benefits may constitute substantial | 
evidence to support the finding of the Secretary of Health, ■ g 
Education, and*" Welfare that the claimant was not disabled, fl 
where the physicians making the reports did not testify and 
the only live testimony at the hearing was that the claimant 
was disabled. The question was important because the Secre- 
tary made wide" use of and relied heavily upon such written

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reports, and was concerned that outstanding physicians 
would be reluctant to examine claimants* if they would 
also be required to testify at the hearing i The Supreme 
Court held that the physicians'* reports constituted 
substantial evidence of disability* 

Although. I did not play a major role in the writing 
of the government's brief, my oral argument was somewhat 
unusual. In preparation for the argument, I attended a 
hearing in a social security disability case, AB a 
res-ult, in response to questions I was able to describe 
the procedures at the hearing — a presentation that 
apparently satisfied the Court that the procedures of 
the Secretary were essentially fair.

" 8, Investment Company Institute v. Camp , 401 U.S. 
617 (1971) . The question was whether the Glass-Steagall 
Banking Act of 1933 prohibits a national bank from opera- 
ting a mutual investment fund for its customers . The 
Comptroller of the Currency by regulation had authorized 
national banks to operate such a fund. The question was 
important because national banks had indicated a strong 
interest in .operating such funds, while the investment 
company industry opposed them. The Supreme Court held 
that the Glass-Steagall Act does not permit such funds, 
and that the Comptroller's authorizing regulation there- 
fore was invalid. 

I appeared for the Comptroller of tfie Currency in 
defense of his regulation. I had a major role in writing 
the government's brief.

presented a number of complex and difficult issues inclu- 
ding the selection of the appropriate geographic and 
product markets for determining the existence of monopoly 
power, the propriety of various forms of relief the 
district court had ordered to cure the violations it j| 
found, and the defendants 1 claim that the trial judge — 
should have recused himself because he was personally 
bi.ased and prejudiced against them. The Supreme Court 
upheld the district court's decision that Grinnell had j| 
illegally monopolized the industry, sustained (with one fe 
minor exception, which the United States did' not defend) 
the relief ordered, and ruled that the district judge was 
not biased and prejudiced. The case is important because 
of the further light it shed on the elements of and bases 
for determinating monopolization, and its recognition of 
the discretion of the district court to enter broad relief 
in monopolization cases. 

I had a major role in writing the extensive government 
brief, in which a number of important legal theories were 
developed.
